PRACTICES 


Governor Zimmerman in his address 


here recently pointed his finger directly 
at a practice in state affairs, an injurious 
practice, one unfortunately that is becom- 
ing more and more prevalent, a practice 
that tends away from the truth and hence 
away from good government. 


He told the story of the general session 


of the legislature of January, 1927, of its 
appropriation of $11,000,000 for the uni- 
versity, $4,000,000 
for normal schools, 


$550,000 for a -library building, $300,000 
for a field house, $500.000 for 
public 


parks, and all of which was done by the 
legislature innocently and gaily without 
the slightest discussion concerning the 
means of raising this vast amount of 
money, whether by land tax, income tax 
or surtaxes on incomes. Such a,practice is 
like writing checks; it is easy-to write 
theni. The governor vetoed these differ- 
ent 'appropriations for one reason or an- 
.pther. He vetoed the $500,000 appropria- 
tion for public parks when he ascertained 


• that the property the legislature wished to 
buy was assessed at only twenty per cent 
of that amount, a° matter which did not 
seem, to bother the legislature at all. He 
vetoed other appropriations because he 
did; hot have the time to become satis- 
fied that it was proper to so spend the 
money. He made up his mind that he was 
going to investigate and it took time for 
investigation. Yet, after the investigation 
and when the matter was again submit- 
ted to the legislature a great hubbub 
arose upon its part because of the near 
approach of another election and in its 
effort to introduce political questions in- 
to a mere matter of the state's business. 


The governor's discussion of the mat- 


ter was singularly without feeling or bit- 
terness despite the savage political at- 
tacks, upon him. He made no charges. 
He .-entered into no personalities. 
He 


simply recited facts. They speak plainly 
enough for anyone to understand. 
"He 


remarked that it was difficult for him to 
understand why these political questions 
would be raised "when the blind and the 
deaf, the 
feeble-minded, the insane, in-^ 


. mates of our correctional institutions, and 


the children at our industrial schools 
were in need of help." But it will be ap- 
parent to the public that despite the ur- 
gent need of passing upon these matters 
without the interjection of political issues 
•we have in the state a certain class of 
politicians to whom the needs of these un- 
fortunates are as nothing in comparison 
to their personal, political ambitions. 


The governor also found a practice 


prevailing in relation to the employes of 
the railroad commission which he imme- 
diately stamped with his disapproval and 
concerning which he obtained a correc- 
tion. It seems that over a long period of 
years the engineers, experts and others in 
the direct employ of the railroad commis- 
sion and upon whose advice and evidence 
that commission must in large measure 
rely for its opinions, were permitted also 
to do work upon the time and at the pay 
of 
some 
public 
utility 
corporations 


in the state. 
How such a practice 


could be permitted in a state 
so 


particular 
about keeping out 
of its 


public 
affairs 
any 
possible 
influence 


to their detriment, is more than 
diffi- 


cult to underhand. 
For a public ser- 


vice corporation to employ an expert at 
one time and probably pay him well and 
thereafter expect that person to be un- 
influenced in his opinions concerning the 
rights of that public service corporation 
is drawing too hard on human nature. 


The governor's steps have been con- 


structive. We are glad to see him stead- 
fastly refuse to enter into personal con- 
troversy, to use personal abuse or to vil- 
ify anyone. The people expect their gov- 
ernor to keep his head above the storm. 
They expect strength of conscience and 
character in the gubernatorial chair in 
spite of the hurdy-gurdy show on in the 
' legislature. 


ELECTRIC POWER COSTS 


The National Popular Government 


Jeague has been making a study of .the 
comparative .costs and rates of domes- 
ticafly used electricity in typical cities in 
Jhis country and Ontario. 
In the Cana- 


dian province the hydro-electric system is 
owned and operated by the government. 


Taking over 32 cities of the 
United 


States, willh a population of over 25,000,- 
000, it is found that in 1926 the average 
cost of electricity to consumers was 7.4 
cents per kilowatt hour. Taking 21 cities 
in Ontario, with a population of 1,179,000, 
it is found that the cost was only 1.6 
cents per kilowatt hour. 


It is only fair to add certain items to 


this charge in order to make the produc- 
tion costs on both sides of the border 
alike. These additions include .16 cent to 
represent taxes which the Ontario sys- 
tem, being publicly owned, does not pay; 
.16 cent to represent a 10 per cent profit 
to stockholders, which the Ontario sys- 
tem does not pay, since it gives service at 
cost; and .48 cent for the cost of fuel, 
since the Ontario system generates 
by 


water-power, while 23 of the American 
cities studied use chiefly coal. 


This brings the Ontario rate up to 2.4 


cents per kilowatt hour, which is still 
5 cents less than the average American 
rate. Britain, Norway, Sweden, France, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland and Russia 
are now engaged in giant power develop- 
ments. In all of those countries power is 
regarded as a public utility, to be regu- 
lated or controlled by-the people through 
their governments, and so made to serve 
rather than to exploit the public. * 


It is a subject which is becoming of 


greater interest in this country, right 
along, although there is much popular 
prejudice 
against 
government-owned 


business.

didate for presidential preferment by 
either of tho major parties. 


The candidate's position is especial- 


ly trying because at the outset he is 
confronted with the problem of deter- 
mining how his campaign 
is to be 


managed. Perhaps he'd like to 
man- 


age it himself. Perhaps he is reluct- 
ant to entrust his fate to any one in- 
dividual among the many friends who 
are not only willing to take charge 
but insistent upon being so commis- 
sioned.

come candidates, and from then 
on 


they are candidates, actively or po- 
tentially, until the ambition has been 
realized or crushed. 


Once a nian has thrown his hat into 


the ring —• to borrow the familiar 
Rooseveltian phrase — he is confront- 
ed with the problem of organizing his 
campaign. Tho activities of his friends 
and supporters must bo coordinated. 
Headquarters must 
be_ established. 


Publicity plans must be "laid and con- 
summated. Practical steps must be 
teUcen to comply with the 
require- 


ments of the primai'y laws or of the 
party procedure governing the selec- 
tion of national delegates. 
Powerful 


individuals and interest must be en- 
listed in the movement. Money must 
be secured to finance tho legitimate 
expenditures of a campaign. 


Such legitimate 
expenditures 
are 


innumerable and heavy. Just 
what 


the financial problem of a presiden- 
tial contest may be is suggested by 
pointing out that an ideal organiza- 
tion would reach into every congres-

of fish in Wiscoasin lakes is one un- 
dertaken by Prof. George Kemmerer 
of the chemistry department of the 
University of Wisconsin'. 


Fish feeding. Prof. Kemmerer dem- 


instrates, forms a complete cycle of 
chemical, plant and animal life. 
The 


chemical elements in the water fur- 
nish food 
for 
microscopic 
plants, 


algae, which furnish food for minute 
animal organisms, zoo-plankton, which 
in turn are food of small fishes. The 
small fishes either grow to become big 
flshes, or are eaten by the big ones. 
Through decay of the bodies of large 
fish, the chemical elements are re- 
turned tc the water, and the cycle 
may start all over again. 


From experiments worked to prove 


the 
feeding cycle, 
Prof. Kemmerer 


concludes that the 
number of fish 


available for the fisherman is determ- 
ined by the food supply, and the food 
supply 
is largely governed 
by the 


chemical contents of the water. 


But, as the decreasing supply of 


fish in Wisconsin 
lakes 
indicates, 


when civilization reaches a lake, the 
natural fish reading cycle is upset— 
man takes the large fish from 
the 


water, and in other ways changes the 
natural "ormula of the water. 


In order to study fish feeding in a 


lake untouched by civilization, Prof. 
Kemmerer traveled to 
Karluk Lake 


on Kodiak Island, Alaska, where, in 
company with Dr. Willis H. Rich of 
the U. S. bureau of fisheries, he made 
many analyses of the lake's water, 
and its tributary streams in an effort 
to find the proper formula for water 
that will support a large number of 
fish. 


The problem of increasing the sup- 


ply of fish in 
Wisconsin lakes is 


principally to supply lake waters with 
chemicals in which they are deficient 
form the standpoint of food possibili- 
ties. Re earch on this problem Is be- 
ing carried on constantly 
by Prof. 


Kemmerer, 
Dr. Edward

president emerlus of the University, 
and by the Wisconsin and U. S. bu- 
reaus of fisheries.

His interest in the scientific aspect

Making countless analyses 
of the water of many lakes, Prof. 
Kemmerer

Education for safety makes 


men immune and free fro1 
accidents. 


Safety has become of such great im- 
portance in this present day and age 
that the public schools of Chicago are 
offering a course in safety as part of 
their everyday curriculum. The first 
thing a child is taught is to look to 
left before stepping off a curbing. It 
has been estimated that 50 per cent 
of street accidents have been eliminat- 
ed by just this- one little precaution.

injured by automobiles or about 150 
everyminute. 
- The auto problem be- 


comes larger every year. 
Engineers 


are to be commended on their 'co- 
operation in helping to reduce the 
number 
of crossing accidents. 
In 


1924 
about 17 per cent of the crossing 


accidents were due to 
automobiles 


running into side of trains and in 
1927 
30 per cent of them were caused 


the same way."

thing. It is not. The most important 
thing is. the ability to carry on and 
then the pay check is a natural se- 
quence of this ability.

GERMANY IS WORKING 
ON NEW INVENTIONS 


Have Enormous Appropriation 


• With Which to Keep Up 


Limited Fleet

London—There Is another i ay than 


through sheer force of numbers to 
create a powerful navy, and If there 
is any foundation for the worries of 
British and French navy officers, Ger- 
many seems to have discovered that 
method 


Restricted though 
ah* IB by the 


treaty of Versailles, Germany 1* be- 
lie-ved to be building a fighting fleet 
that some day may surprise the world 
With a superior 
quality of armour 


plating, tremendous concentrated pow- 
er of their guns and the speed with 
which they could run to or from an 
enemy ship, the few vessels being 
built by Germany may have the offen- 
sive power of a force much larger in 
numbers 


ONLY SIX BATTLESHIPS 


On paper, It looks as though Ger- 


many is thoroughly shackled by the 
Versailles treaty. She is allowed but 
sit battleships of the 
Deutschland 


type, not to exceed 10 000 tons each; 
sK- light cruisers of not more than 
6,000 tons; twelve destroyers of 800 
tons and twelve torpedo boats 


She is allowed no submarines and 


can construct no new battleships or 
cruisers except as replacements for 
ships more than 20 years old 


Notwithstanding these limitations, 


Germany's navy 
estimate for 
the 


present year is about $50,000,000, and 
one fourth of this is to be devoted 
to new construction The new cruiser 
Emden already is in service and sail- 
ing in Indian waters 
The cruisers 


Koenigsberg and Karlsruhe have been 
launched 
Cruiser "D" 
TV ,11 soon be 


launched and work will soon be start- 
ed on Cruiser "E". 


WILL BUILD MORE 


As to destroyers, a half flotilla al- 


ready is in service and another is in 
construction. The navy also has in 
:ontemplation the building of four 
coast defense ships 
of 10,000 tons 
each 


The thing that is worrying the Bri 


tish and French, and also acute crit- 
cs of the German government at 
lome, is the prodigious cost of these 
:hings 
The cost is said to be mys- 


tifying 
The cost of some recent Ger- 


nan ships has been reported to the 
Reichstag as high as $2,000 per ton, 
whereas the British only spent $1,000 
ser ton on their greatest tuperdread 
naughts, the Nelson and thp Rodney. 


The Geiman navy authorities reply 


to their home critics by saying that 
the Versailles treaty makes German 
construction more expensive because 
other countries enjoy the benefits of 
mass construction.

Germany: personnel, 15,000 officers 


and men, with a navy as outlined 
above; budget 65 million dollars.

den Germany), budget 60 million del- 
lars.

None of the authorities of Europe- 
an powers believe for a minute Ger- 
many's naval guns are costing the 
prodigious figuies reported to the 
Reichstag 
They 
believe that 
the 


German naval men have some big 
surprises up their sleeves. 
They re- 


member that in the great war the 
Germans surprised the 
English by 


having a special armour protection 
for their ship decks and a special drop 
fire for their guns. 


It also is believed that with their 


limited navy, the Germans are con- 
centrating on two things: 


Gun power: securing by experiment 


six-inch guns of a concentrated in- 
tensity and power of fire never known 
before. 
Speed: securing by experiment Dies- 


el motor engines of a. type hitherto 
unknown and capable of amazing the 
world by the rapidity with which they 
will propel ships through th^ water. 


Many observers believe that all the 


high costs reported for 
ships and 
guns conceal tremendous 
sums not 


spent on the actual ships and guns at 
all. These sums, they suggest, are be- 
ing spent on a series of intensive ex- 
periments which are not even being 


revealed to the civilian govrnment, 
much less to the Reichstag and th« 
press
